to the nature of the subgrade 
and the vehicles which wil use 
the areas. The areas shall be 
adequately drained and main- 
tained continuously in a useable 
condition. The boundaries of all 
vehicle spaces and access lanes 
shall at all times in conformity 
with the plan be clearly indica- 
ted on the ground. . 


4.—The loading and unloading 
of vehicles and delivery of 
goods to and from the store or 
other place where goods are or 
are to be kept shall at all times 
be effected within the curtilage. 





















LOAN MONEY 
SHORT 


The Altona Shire Council is 
still seeking $400,000 in loans, 
and it’s having “difficulty” gett- 
ing the money. 


‘Shire secretary, Mr. J. W. 
Waters, has reported to the 
counci! that for the current 
financial year, the council was 
allocated borrowing strength of 
$550,000. 

“Difficulty has been experi- 
enced in raising loans but it is 
hoped that certain organisations 
might allocate funds at the end 
of February. 

“We are still seeking $400,000 
—$88,000 for drainage works at 
the Altona North Recreational 
Reserve; $20,000 for the hockey 
pavilion: and $292,000 for private 
street construction works — in 
such order of priority. 

“As a rule of thumb, it can 
be estimated that to repay a 
loan at current rate of interest 
over 15 years requires an annual 
setting aside of 10% of the loan 
te cover redemption and inter- 
est,” Mr. Waters said. 


NO MOOMBA 
FLOAT 


Altona will not have a 
float in Monday’s Moomba 
Procession. 

Money and time are the 
two obstacles which have 
stopped the Altona Arts 
Council from proceeding 
with the plan. 

The cost of presenting a 
float which would project a 
prestige image of Altona 
has been tentatively given 
at between $2000 and $5000. 

The Aris Council did not 
have time to raise this 
money nor was there time 
for Arts Council members 
to construct the float them- 
selves.

He said a survey should be 
taken te study the matter, but 
he agreed that Altona bus ser- 
vices have “never progressed.” 

“And this lack of progression 
has lasted for six years while the 
population has grown from 
17,000 to 25,000.

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EDITORIAL 


BUS AND RAIL SERVICES - 


Some of the criticism expressed in the 
council relating to the bus service was un- 
justified. The facts show that the Altona 
bus service was progressive. When Mr, J 
Joiner 11 years ago took over the then de- 
funct bus line he acquired the existing four 
buses. These he gradually added to, tinish- 
ing with 13 buses and 20 employees. Further, 
the original service was but to Williamstown 
—now there is a frequent day bus service to 
Footscray and Altona West. There has been 
a gradual but constant enlargement of routes 
and increase in services. 

In spite of the expressed contradiction, 

the Altona bus service within its limits is 
good, 

It, however, cannot be denied that the 
bus service at night is not good enough for 
Altona. its non-existence in Altona North 
is an absolute inconvenience for the local 

_ residents. 

The private bus service operating for 
profit has not been willing to extend the 
hours of its service beyond the present limits. 
For the extra cost there would be insufficient 
additional revenue. - : 

In this issue of the ‘Star’ is noted the 
fact that finance is also preventing the exten- 
sion of the railway line to Altona West. 

Thus is appears that both private enter- 
prise and the government are letting Altona 
down, 

It-is rather ironical that at present the 
only faint hope for improved transport is that 
the privately operated bus service will gradu- 
ally develop into a sufficient service as re- 

quired by the citizens of Altona.

I 
asked the Senior Engineer of 
the Clean Air Section of the 
Department for a report on the 
matters you raised, and he 
has advised me that enquiries 
have been made from the Aus- 
tralian representatives of the 
German licensees and from Mr. 
F. J. Johnson, Chief Chemist 
of Petroleum Refineries (Aust.) 
Pty. Lid. (Altona Refinery) and 
member of the Clean Air Com- 
mittee. A sample of an “‘Allplas” 
sphere, also called ‘‘Chrofle” is 
available in the Clean Air Sec- 
tion of the Department. 


“Mr. Johnston advised that 
“Allplas” spheres are being used 
on a process tank of his com- 
pany’s Adelaide Refinery. The 
reason for their use was the 
prevention of evaporation rather 
than odour control. The method 
is not used at the Altona Refin- 
ery. As the trade literature in- 
dicates, the present suggested 
use for these spheres is. to cover 
open process tanks installed 
either inside or outside plant 
buildings to: 


1, Prevent heat losses from the 
tank ‘surface and thus reduce 
heating costs; 


2. Minimise evaporation in the 
case of odourous volatile

“How do you combat tomate 
wilt?” 

You must spray regularly with 
a fungicide such as bordeaux 
mixture or zineb at least every 
two or three weeks. 


“What causes spikes of the 
gladiolus flowers to shrivel as 
though from heat?” 


Quite possibly the cause will 
be thrip, Spray at least every 
three weeks. From time to time 
the foliage is a few inches high, 
until colour shows in the flower 
spikes use dieldrin 15%, going 
by the instructions on the con- 
tainer, 


“Fruit that grow in your 
garden from seedlings.” 


Trees grown from seed rarely 
come true to variety from which 
the fruit was taken. This is es- 
pecially so with oranges and 
apples, both of which would take 
10 to 12 years to bear very in- 
ferior fruit. 


“Trees taking a long time to 
bear fruit or falling off before 
any size.” 


You will just have to be pati- 
ent. When the tree settles down 
and stops its strong growth, it 
will bear fruit. The larger the 
plant grows the better it grows. 
The more fruit you will eventu- 
ally pick.

Lemons must be picked 
ripening. Most citrus may remain on the tree for 
several months without loss to their nutritional value. 
it’s a good idea to pick lemons several weeks before 
use to get the maximum amount of juice.

“What is the black, sooty 
substance on the native tea 
tree?” 

The sooty mould is an indica- 
tion of the presence of scale in- 
sects. Spray with white oil 
emulsion. 


“When and how do you lift 
and store dahlia tubers?” 


Lift the tubers when the 
growth for the season is finished, 
about the end of May. Be care- 
ful not to injure them, If poss- 
ible leave some soil around 
them, then*store in a dry, airy 
place, under an evergreen tree 
would do, 


“Why do young leaves fall 
off the camelias?” 


This could be due to excessive 
moisture around the root. A 
very sudden change in tempera- 
ture could also cause this, just 
as it will have the same effect 
in the flower buds dropping. 


“How do you use seaweed 
in your garden?” 

Seaweed should be hosed first 
to remove the salt content and 
allowed to dry out. Then use 
as a mulch. Its main value is 
in its potash content. 


“Should the daphne be plan- 
ted in a cement pot?” 


A wooden or earthenware pot 
would be better, although the 
cement pot is suitable if coated 





with a bituminous paint,

Mr. Merv Lee, MHR, in the 
“Altona Star” (2/3/67) offers the 
coming referendum as the cure 
to reduce the size of the Lalor 
electorate. 


There is no doubt that the 
Federal electorate of Lalor, 
which embraces Altona, is far 
too large and unwieldy. But the 
fault with this, and other large 
electorates, can be corrected 
now by a redistribution of exis- 
‘ting boundaries without the 
$1,500,000 expense of a referen- 
dum to allow the addition of a 
further 20 or so MP’s to the 
House of Representatives, 


Obviously the Liberal Party 
is not prepared to make a prin- 
cipled redistribution of bounda- 
ries. It would upset the Coun- 
try Party, and so the electors 
are being asked to provide an 
easy solution to the problem by 
giving the OK to add further to 
the numbers in the Lower House. 


The objection to this proposal

Joad. Like Australia and the 
USA, Canada has a system of 
State parliaments in addition -to 
a Federal parliament. and com- 
pares thus: 

The USA has one parliamen- 
tarian for every 23,000 people: 

Canada has one parliamen- 
tarian for every 18,000 people; 

Australia has one parliamen- 
tarian for every 16,000 people. 

It would appear that instead 
of asking the Australian tax- 
payer to bear the expense of 
supporting 20 or more additional 
MP's the existing MP's might 
consider working a little harder. 
The House of Representatives 
had 92 sitting days in 1947, but 
this had progressively declined 
to 65 sitting days by 1967. In 
Victoria there are MP’s who, in 
their spare time, run all types 
of businesses, farms and legal 
practises; even one who per- 
forms on commercial TV. 

Knowing these facts it is cer- 
tain that the public answer to 
Mr. Holt's referendum proposal 
will be a resounding NO.
